resujt of a careful study of all the previ- 
ous.offensives during the present war, in 
particular that of the French in Cham- 
pague in September last and of the Ger- 
mans against. Verdun. Past offensives, 
by -their. merely. partial successes, raised 
a number of problems,, On ‘the one hand 
there was the question of artillery pre. 
paration. %

Verdun it was clear that ‘more’ heavy 
artillery was uecessary. - 
F With heavy artillery the problem. of 
giving eyes to the gunners who are miles 
and miles in the rear becomes increasjng- 
jy difficult.
